mills has again put in its appearance. 
and the result is that the Humboldt 
mill has been obliged to suspend op­ 
erations, and all the other mills in 
the city are more or less affected by 
the pest. 
The Humboldt mill will not be able 
to renew work until the silk screens 
have been replaced, the material for 
which alone will cost $1,500 and the 
labor $1,000. 
The Consolidated mills 
and the Pillsbury “B” mill arc also af­ 
fected by the moths, but it is thought 
that they can he gotten rid of with­ 
out suspending operations entirely. 
The exact species of the moth is 
not known, hut the damage is caused 
by a sort of web that it weaves on the 
screen for a place to lay eggs. 
The 
moth put in its appearance about a 
year ago. 
It is thought that it came 
from Duluth in a quantity of second­ 
hand machinery purchased from a de­ 
funct milling concern by the Consoli­ 
dated mills.
